4. ‘Any wartime power of the president is derived

States Supreme Court opinion. of an earlier day: 

“The Constitution of the United States is a law for rul- 
ers and people equally in war‘and in peace, and covers with 
the shield of its protection all classes of men, at all times, 
and under ail circumstances. 

‘“‘No doctrine, involving more pernicious consequences, 
was ever invented than that any of its provisions can 
be suspended during any of the great exigencies of gov- 
ernment.

Such a doctrine would lead directly to anarchy 


of a labor dispute for which procedures for adjustment and 
settlement already were provided under laws enacted by the 
Congress, Moore declared: 

“Such constitutional procedures have been ignored, and 
instead Mr. Roosevelt, acting under the advice of the labor 
racketeers that now- control our labor unions, has chosen to 
travel the road of tyranny and despotism. 

“The Montgomery Ward incident is the epitome of: one- 


man government, instead of one of laws; a government by
